salt of mercury. 

It is a well known fact that mer- 
cury and potassium iodide are of value 


in many forms of syphilis and that 


good results can be obtained from 
them, but they are not the only rem- 
edies that will cure syphilis, and are 
not absolutely essential in any case. 
Some physicians claim that syphilis 
will run a course and get well without

‘“Give by mouth enough bull nettle 
tea to move the bowels twice or more 
times daily for three or more days, 
then less dosage but enough to hold 
the effect for a week, then wait a few 


days, and if necessary repeat it. Make 


the tea as strong as possible using the 


whole plant during the growing sea- 


son, and only the green root in winter 
or the dried whole plant gathered be- 
fore frost. Begin with two or three 
tablespoonfuls of the tea every four 
hours and increase the dosage until 
the bowels move moderately, then 


- decrease or increase to secure the two 


or three motions daily,’’ 
Dr. Burgess claims that an alcoholic 
preparation of bull nettle is worthless 
as alcohol destroys its properties, a 


fact that should be remembered when 
using this remedy. 
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The late Dr. W. F. Ball recom- 
mended the following for syphilis:

A fluid extract is made of this (it 
can be obtained from Chas.

Hydrastis, or Golden Seal. 


BY U. O. JONES, M. D., WEST JEFFERSON, O. 


Botanical Origin—The rhizome and 


rootlets of Hydrastis Canadensis, Lin- 
ne. 

Nat. Ord.—Ranunculacee. 

This is a native perenial plant 
found growing in shady woods and 
tich soil. The flowers are white or 


rose colored, and the fruit resembles 


a raspberry. 

Properties—Tonic, stomachic, deter- 
gent, laxative, alterative, and some- 
times antispasmodic. 


In writing an article on hydrastis I 


will endeavor to give my experience 
in the use of this valuable remedy, 
which I regard as one of the best in 
our materia medica, As an antispas- 
modic I have had little or no experi- 
ence with it; but as a tonic I have 


used it to quite a considerable extent 


and have found it to be mild and un- 
irritating. In inflammation of the 
mucous surfaces it acts favorably, 
and at the same time tones up the 


stomach and digestive organs. A 


person’s health may be measured by 
the condition of his stomach; with 
the stomach in a normal condition 
the whole body is normal. It has 
been a cardinal principle of Eclectic 
practitioners that whatever the com- 
plaint may be we must first get the 
stomach in a healthy condition, or 
work with that end in view; and there 
is no remedy that will meet these con- 


ditions, or act more favorably than 


golden seal. 
In atonic dyspepsia with torpor of 
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the liver, constipation and general 
debility hydrastis is one of the best 
remedies I have ever used. In this 
condition my favorite prescription is: 
R  Hydrastis, dr. ij. 
Chionanthus, gr. J. 
Neutralizing cordial q. s. 
at. iy. 
M. Sig. Teaspoonful every three 
hours; and I always get the most 
gratifying results from it both to my 
patients and myself. In nursing sore 
mouth it is one of the best remedies 
at our command. In this condition 


-I use the powder combined with bis- 


muth subnitrate. I wash the mouth 
with an infusion of hydrastis and 


then dust this powder over the dis- 
eased surface, giving the powder in-. 
ternally also, with good results. In 


vaginal leucorrhcea, with abrasion of 
the cervix uteri, I use golden seal 
with glycerine on a tampon with ex- 
cellent success; in fact in all inflam- 


mations of the mucous surfaces hy- 


drastis can be used with the best 
results and with no fear of doing any 
harm. In tonsillitis, after the acute 
attack, hydrastis, used as a gargle, 
and also taken internally, is one of 
the best remedies we have at our com- 
mand. In fact in any atonic con- 
dition of the mucous membranes it is 
the remedy. In some cases, however, 
we associate it with other remedies to 
meet other conditions, and I use it 
more often with chionanthus and neu- 


tralizing cordial than in any other 
combination. 
gleet and I do not doubt that in this 
disease it would be a good remedy, 


It has been used in 


but I cannot speak from experience 


as I have never used it in this disease. 


As a tonic and stomachic, I use it 


often. The prescription given in this 
article will always give pleasant re- 


‘sults in atonic conditions, and is a 


good remedy whenever and wherever 
indicated. 

Hydrastis in Granulated Lids.—Dr. 
F. P. Mitchell, Redding, Cal. (Cali- 


fornia Medical Journal, January 1886, 


p. 15) Miss W. had been afflicted with 
sore eyes—granulated lids—for some 
time, and had been treated by Dr.——_ 


for three months and received no ben- 


efit, in fact became worse, and had 
decided to try another doctor. 
Knowing the beneficial influence of 


hydrastis on the mucous membranes 


as an astringent I concluded to give 
it a trial. I used the specific tincture © 
full strength, one drop applied morn- 
ing and evening with an ordinary 
dropper. On the evening of the sec- 
ond day the inflammation was con- 
siderably reduced and a general im- 
provement was noticeable; in fact 
she stated, to use her own words: “‘ I 


believe, doctor, they are about well.’ 


I then gave her the necessary in- 
struction to continue the treatment at 


home. ‘That was the last that I saw 


of my patient, but I learned that she 
entirely recovered, and was able to 
work as a dressmaker. 

The above case suggests a query as 
to the dose of hydrastis which is too 
often overlooked. We do not think 
of hydrastis as a narcotic, but labora- 
tory experiments show it to be poison- 
ous. I consider it demonstrated that 
with all the narcotic remedies the 
small dose has an effect the reverse

of the large dose. We easily think 
of a small dose of opium as a stimu- 
lant and the large one as narcotic, but 
we do not think of applying this prin- 
ciple in selecting the dose of hydrastis. 
Recently, in a case of menorrhagia I 
directed twenty drops of specific hy- 
drastis to be taken at one dose, and 
to be repeated so as to regulate the 
discharge of blood. This controlled 


the excessively profuse menstruation. 


The patient was forty-six years old 
and approaching the menopause. The 
action in this case was to contract the 
terminal arteries, and the dose must 
be large. In a case of acute con- 
junctivitis, with injected conjunctiva, 
lachrymations, intolerance of light, 
etc., I applied (as an experiment) 
one drop of Merrell’s hydrastis, un- 
diluted to the eye. It caused some 
pain for a short time, but was followed 
by marked relief of the inflammation. 


Was not this principle before referred — 
to illustrated here? the large dose 


contracting terminal arteries. In a 


case of post partum hemorrhage, in a_ 


primipara, where a fatal termination 
of the case threatened, I asked the 
nurse to bring me a piece of ice, which 
she did promptly, this I passed into 
the uterus and the hemorrhage stop- 
ped immediately. Here the terminal 
vessels were contracted by a local ap- 
plication on the same principle; as 
extreme cold contracts while moder- 
ate warmth relaxes the vessels. 
Hydrastis.—( British Medical Jour- 
nal-Practitioner, xxvi, 121.)—It is 
one of the best remedies for the gastric 
catarrh of chronic alcoholism, and the 
best substitute for alcoholic stimulants 


when their use has been abandoned. 
Dose, half a drachm in an ounce of 
water four times a day. 

As an application external and in- 
ternal, for piles it is most useful; 
and is especially valuable in bleeding 
piles, or where there is a disharge 
of mucous, of muco-purulent matter 
from the rectum. Locally apply a 
weak infusion on lint, or inject, it into 
the rectum, night and morning. 

In prolapse of the rectum in chil- 
dren, ulceration of the rectal mucous 


membrane and in chronic gonorrhoea 


it is a most useful remedy. 


Gonorrhoea.—R. Hydrastia (alka- 


loid), dr. j.; Mucilage acacia, oz. iv. 
or dr. j. or ij. tincture to pint of water. 
A syringeful injected up the urethra 
every half hour (Phillip’s plan) for 


eight hours, then every six hours for 


three days. 
[I think there is a mistake in the 
quantity of the alkaloid in this pre- 
scription. I have little faith in rem- 
edies for gonorrhea. | 

In cracks and fissures of the nipple 
it is highly recommended. It is a 
good application in stomatitis, otor- 
rhoea, ozena, conjunctivitis, leucor- 


rhoea, and other chronic inflamma- 


tions of mucous membranes. 

The resin of hydrastis improves the 
function of the liver, when it is inac- 
tive. Dose, one to two pills (3 gr. 
each) at bedtime. It acts powerfully 
on the liver and the increased flow of 


bile should be removed by a mild 


purgative, as it does not act on the 
intestine, as a teaspoonful of efferves- 
cing sulphate of soda in a half tum- 
bler of luke-warm water. 
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[The need of a laxative is doubtful.] 
In obstinate constipation and its 
attendant dull headache in the fore- 
head; weak feeling in the epigastric 
region ; sour eructations, and ‘‘ dys- 


peptic cough,’’ with copious expec- 
toration of thick mucous, give the 


tincture of hydrastis.—Rauer Record,

“Grippe” from the Otological Standpoint. 


BY SEYMOUR OPPENHEIMER, M. D., NEW YORK. 


Following the various grippe epi- 
demics of the past twenty years, a 
remarkable increase of diseases of the 


mucous membrane lined cavities of 


the head has been universally noted, 
and while changes in the upper res- 


_ piratory tract are a characteristic part 
of this infection, the aural apparatus 
has also suffered to a considerable 


extent, the number of cases of various 
ear diseases being especially aug- 
mented during and immediately fol- 
lowing any particular epidemic. 
While grippe in itself does not in- 
volve the ears toa much greater extent 


than do many other infectious dis- 


eases, yet it is so prevalent an affec- 
tion that a large percentage of the 
cases of aural affection is attributable 
to it. The percentage of aural com- 
plications in grippe is actually small, 
however, Nothnagel shows that of 
3,185 contributions to the collective 
German investigations on the subject 
of epidemic grippe, 1,209 or 38 per 
cent., of those reporting cases men- 
tion the presence of ear complications. 
Among 55,263 grippe patients in the 
German army, diseases of the ear 
were observed in but 0.5 per cent., and 


among 30,000 patients in Strassburg, 


Jankan found ear disease in the same 
proportion. The Swiss reports, how- 
ever, show two per cent. 1m 1,508 cases. 
The statistics, it must be remembered, 
are from collective investigations 
among general practitioners. Among 
otologists who see few of the mild 
acute cases, but observe especially the 
after-effects of the grippe epidemics, 
the percentage of aural complications 
or sequelz is undoubtedly higher. 

As grippe in its infectious character 
shows a special predilection for the — 
mucosa of the upper air passages, it 
can readily be appreciated that in 
those cases in which the middle ear 
becomes invovled, the infection ex- 
tends from the nasopharynx through 
the Kustachian tube, the mode of in- 
vasion differing in no way from that 
of other infectious diseases. 

In practically all the aural affec- 
tions that are produced by this disease, | 
the chief characteristics, as compared — 
with the same conditions following 
other infectious diseases, is the intense 
hyperemia present. All the tissues 
involved are engorged with blood far 
more than is noted in the inflamma- 
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tion caused by other affections. The 
symptoms in general, therefore, are 
largely dependent upon this pathologic 
condition, and both subjectively and 


objectively they express this intense 


hyperemia. 
Probably the most satisfactory man- 


uer of describing the changes that take 


place in the auditory apparatus as the 
result of grippe is to commence with 
the external auditory canal and follow 
the various divisions of the ear from 
without inwards. Not infrequently 
during a severe epidemic of this dis- 
ease, the external canal may alone be 
affected, and under such circumstan- 
ces the inflammation produced is quite 
characteristic. The otitis externa is 
marked by a high grade of inflamma- 
tion, and in both the osseous and car- 
tilaginous portions of the canal a 
hemorrhagic or fibrinous exudate may 
form, or bulle of varying sizes and 
lilled with hemorrhagic contents, de- 


_ velop early. 


The same hemorrhagic blebs are 
also found on the membrana tympant, 
cither accompanied by the dermatitis 
of the external canal, or independ- 


ently of it; and when sivgated on the 


lormer site, they may constitute a true 
hemorrhagic myringitis. If uncom- 
plicated with an effusion into the mid- 
(le ear, there is considerable pain, but 
iis is not as severe as when an otitis 
is present; nor is the impairment of 
learing as great as in the latter affec- 
‘ion. This form of myringitis is char- 
icteristic of the grippe and its peculiar 
‘catures are readily recognized by the 
(ppearance on the membrana tympani 
of ecchymoses varying in size and 


extent; or small hematomata may de- 
velop, either in the dermal tissue of 
the drum, or, more frequently, among 
its various constituent layers. More 
frequently, however, the membrana 
tympani becomes very much injected, 
and scattered over it are several blisters 
filled with blood. These rupture in 
from a few hours to one or two days, 
when, if the middle ear is not coin- 
cidently involved, or the degree of | 
Inyringitis is not excessive, the in- 
flammation rapidly undergoes resolu- 
tion, although considerable pain in 
the ear may remain for several days 
longer. The bullz are usually situ-_ 
ated on the posterior superior segment 
of the membrana and either perforate 
into the external canal, or not infre- 
quently into the middle ear through 
the tympanic membrane. The perfor- 
ation is located at the site mentioned, 
or occasionally it may be situated in 
front of the handle of the malleus. 
When perforation of the membrana 
tympani occurs in this manner, a 
superadded purulent infection takes 
place, but in the majority of such 
cases the drum membrane is not in- 
volved alone, but its inflammation is 
a part of the acute otitis media SO tre- 
quently present. 

From its anatomical relations to the 
nasopharynx, with its continuous mu- 
cous membrane lining, it is plainly 
apparent that the middle ear, with its 
attic and antrum, is more frequently 
involved as a result of grippe than is 
any other portion of the auditory ap- 
paratus; and it is here that the most 
harmful effects of this disease are en- 
countered, from mild cases of simple 
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catarrhal otitis, to suppurative chang- 
es, often with involvement of the 


mastoid process and destruction-of the 


osseous structures. 
According to Moos, the grippal in- 
flammations of the middle ear may be 


divided into four distinct groups, the 
first two varieties not being in any way 


distinctive, but often: found: accom- 
panying this disease, while the latter 
two have characteristic symptoms that 
are unmistakable. The first variety 
presents the symptoms of an ordinary 
acute non-suppurative otitis media, 
with swelling and hypertrophy of the 
lining mucous membrane of the tym- 
panic cavity, especially of that por- 
tion inferior to the attic ; examination 
shows little or no interference with the 
hearing. In the second variety, there 
is pain deep in the ear, with a moder- 
ate rise in temperature ; the membrana 
tympani presents a diffuse redness, 
with the development of a sero-mucoid 
exudation into the cavum tympani, 
which at a later period may or may 


not become muco-purulent. The third 


variety characteristic of this disease, 


not as frequently seen now as it was. 


some years ago, is rarely observed in 


any other affection than grippe and is 


the typical form of middle ear disease 
in thisaffection. Itisthe hemorrhagic 
otitis media. Bright red to deep blue 
colored bulle form on the membrana 
tympani, as described when speaking 
of this variety of myringitis, and these 
may be accompanied with the devel- 
opment of similar vesicles in the osse- 
ous external canal. Accompanying 
these local phenomena, there is great 
pain in and about the ear, a consider- 


able rise. of temperature and often a 
high degree of deafness. The fourth 
variety is characterized by violent 
purulent inflammation of all parts of 
the middle ear, often involving the 
mastoid process; there is great dis- 
tress, high fever and considerable 
prostration. 

The onset of grippal otitis is usually 
sudden and excessively acute symp- 
toms occur at a very early stage of the 
inflammation, so that often within a 
day of the onset in those cases where 
there is hemorrhage into the mem- 
brana, a discharge of a sero-sanguine- 
ous fluid is found, rapidly becoming 
purulent. Indeed, an otitis media 
terminating in suppuration is the most 
frequent affection of the ear found in 
this disease. The intense hyperemia 
of the tympanic mucosa, with the re- 
markable tendency to hemorrhagic 
effusions in these cases, undoubtedly 
causes the acute symptoms, of which 
the severe otalgia is the most proml- 
nent. In non-grippal suppuration of 
the middle ear, the persistence of pain 


after the pus has been evacuated is 


usually a symptom of further exten- 
sion of the disease, and it is, therefore, 
often of grave import. In the grippal 
affection such is not the case asa rule; 
indeed, the pain usually persists for 
several days or even for a longer time 
and yet the patient entirely recovers. 
The pain is also characterized by its 
constant severity and it is rarely local: 
ized directly in the ear, but frequently 
radiates over the head in a manne! 
similar to a severe neuralgia. No! 
infrequently there is a definite aura! 
neuralgia with hyperesthesia and tin- 
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nitus. The latter is often most dis- 
tressing, occurs as a hammering or 
roaring, while it may also be com- 
plained of as an intense throbbing or 
beating. All of these forms of sen- 
sory disturbance have a marked ten- 
dency to continue for a more or less 
lengthy period after the inflammation 
has subsided. 
Impairment of hearing is usually 
quite marked during the course of the 
suppuration, but usually the restora- 
tion to normal is complete a short time 
after the acute inflammation has sub- 
sided, or at any rate, when the sup- 
puration has entirely disappeared ; but 
not infrequently varying degrees of 
impairment remain, either from seri- 
ous changes in the middle ear, or from 
some involvement of the labyrinth. 
Should the deafness be extreme, how- 
ever, during the course of the grippe, 
it undoubtedly adds to the gravity of 
the case from this aspect. In such 
instances the restoration of hearing is 
rather doubtful, and either slight or 
complete deafness may remain per- 
manently. 
As regards the suppuration, it is 
often more protracted than that of a 
simple purulent otitis media and it 
seems to present a greater tendency to 
become chronic. Occasionally it is 
possible to discover the bacillus of 
influenza in the pus during the early 
stage ; but as secondary infection with 
the usual pus organisms takes place 
almost from the onset, the finding of 
the specific organism is of little diag- 
nostic value, especially as the general 
symptoms of the disease are so marked 
that the relation between it and the 


aural affection is always readily rec- 
ognized. The ultimate results of these 
cases of otitis occurring with or follow- 
ing grippe, is usually a restoration of 
the involved ear to the normal, and 
even with virulent infections of the 


middle ear cavity, the prognosis is 


decidedly better than in the otitis 
occurring in many other infectious 
diseases. 
While, as stated, the majority of 
cases of grippal otitis entirely recover, 
yet a larger proportion than in simple 
suppurative otitis suffer from an ex- 
tension of the purulent inflammation, 
with the development of mastoiditis ; 
while in some epidemics there is a 
tendency to caries and necrosis of the 
petrous bone. In the mastoiditis of 
grippe rapid destruction of bone is the 
rule and all the symptoms are exag- 
gerated. The pain and tenderness 


which, in the non-grippal cases are | 


usually marked in the mastoid pro- 
cess itself, especially at the tip or base, 
are in the mastoiditis of grippe usually 
referred over the entire side of the head 
or, 1f localized, they are most marked 
at the point of junction between the 
temporal and occipital bones behind 
the mastoid process. The pain is 
nearly always markedly neuralgic. 
Finally, one finds the internal ear 
but rarely involved in this affection, 
but there may be sudden and complete 
deafness due to a panotitis, while in 
those cases of marked deafness where 
the middle ear changes are not suff- 
cient to cause it, the labyrinth or 
auditory nerve is usually involved. 
A peripheral neuritis of the auditory 
nerve may rarely be observed, fol- 
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lowed by atrophy of its fibers. In 
such cases there will be found an 
interference with the perception for 
the middle notes of the musical scale, 


while the tone limits remain nor- 
mal. The bone conduction i is greatly 
diminished.— New England Medical 
Monthly. 


Prescribing,

We prescribe for a pathological 
condition which really exists, or we 
may prescribe for a condition which 
presents to us a train of symptoms 
which are not true pathological con- 


ditions but merely a mild clinical 


case, or classification of prodormal 
and superficial elements of some 
slight functional NOTHING. 

When we read medical literature 
concerning the action of certain drugs, 
and the writers eulogizing this action 
it is not only foolish but dangerous 
to the younger members of the pro- 


fession who have just been in the 


profession long enough to have faith 
and believe all they hear and most of 
what they read, forgetting to keep 
their eyes open and observe. When 
men write about a valuable remedy 


for repeated attacks of ‘‘ indigestion,’’ 
and a severe CASE of ‘‘ dyspepsia, 


followed by pains,’’ and describing 
nursing women ‘‘ when the tongue is 
large,’’ it sounds like old time ‘‘ home- 
opathy’’ or some other dead thing— 


anything that is dead should be buried 


and not brought up to the observation 


again as it is not pleasant and it 
takes up room in the head, room that 


is needed for something wholesome. 


This medical writer is one of the 


first to prove the action of a drug, 


probably proved its action where no 
pathological condition existed; he is_ 
always finding fault with the druggist 
for substituting, when possibly if the 
druggist did substitute what he put in 
the prescription did more good or as 


much as if he used what was ordered. 


And so the continual prescribing goes 
on. Prescription writing is an act 
more than a science; it can be con- 
verted into a science when all things 


are observed, when the exact existing 


condition of the patient can be deter- 
mined, and especially when we know 
the remedy for that condition and 
have the remedy and use the remedy 


in the required amount and so continue 
until you get the effect or physiologi- 


cal, chemical, or physic action that is 
desired in this particular case. We 
may, then, truly say we have pre- 
scribed scientifically. 

_ There is no such a thing as a dose 
of medicine. I mean, arbitrarily, we 
cannot say that opium should be given 
in one grain dose, and yet one grain 
has always been considered the official 
dose of opium. The young prac- 
titioner would reason that if he gave 
one grain he was right. If opium Or 
any other agent is indicated give it

scientific to prescribe anything unless 
you know its action. It is not scien- 
tific to prescribe pharmaceutical prep- 
arations put up by houses unless you 
know what is in them. It is more

solution or use mercury for pediculi 
than to write some wonderful pre- 
scription and not know its contents— 
its action, and effects.

organism at fault he presents five pos- 
sibilities: An infection caused by the 
ordinary streptococci or staphylococci 
with their virulence in some way de- 
creased. Infectio bacil- 
lus. A mixed nfestion with bacilli 

and cocci. An infection with a spe- 

cific coccus. An infection caused 
by one of a group of closely allied 
organisms, probably diplo- or stepto- 
coccl, which cause various grades of 
arthritic trouble. This last theory, 
perhaps, reconciles the view held by 
those who believe in. the specific 
coccus with that of those who regard 
the attenuated pus coccus as the 


casual agent. This, Frissell believes, 
is strongly suggested by the results 


of his own investigations.—Wedical 
Record. 


A Few Points on Typhoid Fever. 
E. B. SILVERS, M. D., RAHWAY, N. J. 


~ With so many books at hand full 
of the symptoms of this disease, it 
does not seem necessary to enumerate 
their stereotyped descriptions, for what 
the busy members of our profession 
want and need for good practical re- 
sults is something reliably new and 


_ which is simple. 


I have been an active practitioner 
We anti- 
quated ones were taught practical 
pharmacy as foundation stones—a 
good old practice—which the modern 
candidates for professional honors 
would do well to follow. During the 


past winter I treated seven cases of 


typhoid: fever on, to me, an entirely 
new plan, and with perfect success. 
In our locality all diseases have the 
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complication of malarial poison, and 
I always keep this fact in my mind’s 
eye. I gave to adults a good clean- 
ing out with a dose of calomel, fol- 


lowed with a tablespoonful of castor | 


oil with ten drops of spirits of turpen- 
tine. (This latter always intensifies 
the operative power of oil.) After 
which I gave five grains of bisulph. 
of quinine, three times a day, as an 
antimalarial tonic. Continued this 
as long as there was no buzzing in 
the ears. To children I gave three 
grains. Then every three hours, if 
awake, they got the following mix- 
ture 
Castor oil, 02. 1. 
Spt. turpentine, dr. iss. 
Oil gautheria, dr. ss. 
Pd. bicarb-potassium, dr. ss. 
Emulsion of gum arabic and _ 
sugar of milk, oz. Iv. © 
If this is properly made it forms a 
lice, creamy mixture. Give every 
three hours. Formerly I used this 
emulsion when the tongue grew dry, 
cracked and sordes were present, but 
I begin now at the inception of this 
disease. Asa drink, I gave, cold, a 
solution of gum arabic—one ounce of 
the gum to a pint of. boiling water. 
Peptonized milk as a change. Hor- 
lick’s malted milk alone or mixed 
with sweet milk. Always in judicious 
quantities. Have good hygienic sur- 
roundings. For insomnia and nerv- 
ousness or cough, the following: 
 Tinct. tolu, 
Spts. gautheria, 
Fl. ext. cannabis indica, | 
in ten drop doses on dry sugar or a 
stiff rock candy syrup, repeating as 


often as necessary. Of course it is 
well to remember that this will, if 
carried too far, cause double vision 
and a feeling of a swollen head. 

This constituted the entire treat- 
ment, and great care was used during 


convalescence as to the quantity and 


quality of the food used. In one case 
a little overfeeding caused a relapse, 
so I adhered strictly till full convales- 
cence, to above-named foods.—/V/ed- 
Mirror. 


Surgical Suggestions. 


A deep ulceration of the fauces or 
tonsils should not be diagnosed as 
specific without examining the blood 
to.exclude acute lymphatic leukemia. 


In childreu, in cases of peritonitis 
of unknown origin, examine for gon- 
orrheal vulvo-vaginitis. 


Examine the inguinal regions for 


hernia in all cases of very tight pre- 


puce, causing difficulty in micturifion. 


Enuresis in children is not always 
a functional disorder. It may be 
caused by a vesical calculus. 


If a tendon has been divided ie an 
incised or lacerated wound and the 
skin has united over it, it is better to 
wait a fortnight or more before per- 
forming tenorrhaphy. Otherwise or- 
ganisms introduced with the trauma- 
tism may cause suppuration and 
sloughing of the tendon, not only de- 
feating the operation, but making a 
later attempt at approximation diff- 
cult or impossible.—American Journai

POWDER BURN OF FACE. 
E. KUDER, M.D., COFFEYVILLE, KAN. 


About a year ago I was called in 


to relieve the awful suffering of Carl 


Rucker, of this city, ten years old, 
who, when playing with other boys, 
exploded about two ounces of coarse 
black shooting powder in a little earth 
mount, and not being quick enough 
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a few hours soundly. 
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to turn away got the most of the dis- 
charge into his face; even the con- 
junctivee of both eyes were blackened, 
and from the burn and subsequent in- 
flammation shut tight; one of the ears 
also got burned very badly. 


To extract the powder from the skin 
I have in years gone by applied a thick 
layer of castile soap made into a sort 


of dough, and as I had to deal here 


with the inflammation and pain be- 
side, I scraped a cake of shaving soap, 
mixed it thoroughly with Antiphlc- 
gistine, and applied it about one half 
inch thick all over the face and ear, 
leaving a hole for the eyes, nostrils 
and mouth.
